I bad rather mours in ſecret, and in ſad- 
xeſſe of 3pirit, ſigh out the reſt unto my 
"God, then proceed at preſent any further in 
fo #npleaſant a theme, O thar the ſpilc 
bleed of Chriſts poor languiſhing ſpoyſe, cry

What would many a brave 
Ingemoss ſpirit, which could never yet ob- 
rain one ſmile from f:7:«ne, bur lies alwaies 
under the black cloud of Poverty,and toſſed 
wpon the rumultuous waves, of much 6»ſi- 
weſſe and more ſufferings, what would it not 
give to be bleſt with fach a S,wr- ine, and 
'to have ſo long a vacation from the world 

andits ſorrowes ? None of thoſe diffratti- 


ons 
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on; which come from the affairs of the 
world without him, which wich ſo much e. 
gerneſſe and irreſiltable Importunity , 
, Call, and pall, and, haile away many a good 
foul from his $:#dy and devorioy, need to be 
ſo much as h:arker'd to by the Gentleman, 
who if he would but underſtand, the eafy 
diſtinCtion, betwixt being carcful and being 
buſic, betwixe [aleneſſe and leiſure , we 
ſhould find him beraking himſelf to ano- 
ther and. more cheerful courſe of life; ha- 
ving mech time to ſe, but noxe to loſe. © 
And ſuppoſe you ſhould ask the Ges;le-

For the Gentleman ſtands upon the 
rop of an Hill, and beings advanced. to fo 
conſiderable an bcighr, is thereby may ſo 
conſpicuoms to the eye of the world. that 
is actions have an influence upon the In- 
habitants of the vales round about him. His 
Tenents muſt for fear Flatter him,and many 
etbers will for his favour humour bim, and 
there be yet more,who have an Anvichn $9 
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. be /tke him. Every ſi in. him is like an Z- 
clipſetn the. S#»,whereby not onely his aws 
luſtre and brightneſle is obſcured and hid, 
bur his rayes are with-held from the wor/d 
below , and a malignant Influence ſcatter'd 
abroad upon [nferior Bodies. Ir is a very 
bard matter for aGent/eman to be bad alone; 
1 dare ſay, bis heart will b&ar witneſle, that 
he owes not a few of bis own (ins to the. 
powertul Example of his ſuperionrs ; and 
chec he has very often reſiſted the mote 0+ 
ber and v.rt#0u 1nclinations of his own ſoul, 
and the more rational diftates ot his own- 
judgment, onely out of an Ambitious hue 
moar to make himſelf Company for great, 
ones; and becauſe he was aſhamed to be 
found /eſſe then a Gent/emaw in any thing 
though in Six it ſelf, Let him therefore. 
conlider how much it will concern him, 
who is the true Loadftone of the Nation, 
whoſe tion the poor Iren ſoles of the 
multitude with trembling expe&, and per.

"The main Charafter of an Hononrable per- 
ſon, is a great care in him, never to doany 
thing below his Name; or which may re- 
fie upon hisProgenitors or his Family with 
ſhame and diſparagement. He therefore can 
admit no employment which is baſe or low, 
but as his. Honowr was at firſt raiſed, ſohe 
ſtudies to maintain it at-that height , by 


ſome noble and gallant atchievement. But 


how truly tender is he of his Hononr, who 
thus (as we have ſaid before ) is willing to 
* degraze himielf into a Bea#t, and to trample

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vopon his Dignity and Hamany at onre ? 
He that can bc» his proud neck to the moſt 
gouling Toak, which Sarhan can put upon 

im and patiently k»eeles him down to re- 
ceive ſo many loads of Dire upon his back? 
who ſcorns not to drwdg for the worſt and 
baſeFF of Maſters,and that in his mean: and 
moſt beggarly ſervice , when he ſends him 
out (with the young Prodigal) intothe field 
of Carnal pleaſures,there to feed a few ſwi. 
#i/h luits: and all this roo, upon hopes of the 


ſltndereſt reward here,a few deceitful hwsks, 


and in dayly fear and expeCation of the 
moſt dreadful pumfment hereafter, that of 
endleſſe Torments. , | 

The Gentleman that values his hozowr,will 
be ſure not to mix with any compayy, bur 
ſuch, from whom he may reap-both credit 
and profit ; ſuch as will be no /ers co bim in 
his vertuous progpreſſe , nor blewiſh to bis 
deſired Repmrarion. But alas how little do 
thoſe Gentlemen regard either of theſe; 


| who indeed care for no companions bur ſuch 


as have made themſelyes alrogether. the 
exeatures Of their vices and the neareſt Pays 
drs of their Luſts. | | 

The truly Honoxrable Gentleman, is al- 
bf waies . 
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waies moſt faithfuel and panitnall inthe 
performance of his promiſes , and ſhewerh 
himſelf ro be as good as his word, eſteeming 
no 4i/grace hke that of deſerving the Lie. 
Every promiſe he makes , he pawns his Ho- 
nour and Repatation , to ſecure the perfor- 
mexce: and looks upon no diſreſpeZt as com- 
parable with that, of not being thought a 
perſor, fit to be rr«ſted. But how little care 
do our Gentlemen take to maintain thi ſup- 
port of their creait,who ſwear ſo frequent- 
ly to; they know not, or hed not what, that 
they cannot poſſibly fo much as remember, 
much leſle diſcharge one tlurd part of their 
Oaths. Theſe upon every ſlight or no OC«. 
caſion they ſend out in ſuch Yolees, and 
with ſo much inconſiderarion and temerety, 
that they. cannot haye time to conſider 
whether one hbalfe of (what they ſwear be 
true or falſe. Nay there is one folemne 
Vow, and that the moſt ſacred one thatever 
they made, and to a perſon with whom it 
molt concerns them to be punCtuall , and 
deal faithfully, 1 mean that at their Bapri(- 
me which, alas, they ſo well performe , as 
that they hardly ever cal/-to mind, or can 
b:lieve there. was any ſub thing _ by 
them: 
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them: Was it not ths: that chen they pro, - 
miſed to forſake the Divill an1 all his works, 
the vain pomp «nd glory of the World, with all 
the Covetons deſires of the ſame, and all the 
Carnall defires of the fleſh, ſo that they would 
nettb:r follow nor be lead by them ? ln which, 
the engagement of their Honozr would not 
ſerve the turn, but they brought their ſures 
tiesand Bondmen,who promiſed(as much as 
in them lay) to ſee all made good; I trem- 
ble to think how this vow has been fulfil'd 
by all choſe perſons who would be thought 
ſo fenſible of Hon #r, that their bare word 
might at any time ſerve for their Bn. 
What they vow'd to for{ake, they with all 
earneſtneſſe fo/low 3 and that whereby they 
would not be. /ed, they ſweat to Ontgee, 
bugging and embracing thoſe remprarions 
they promiſed to abandon,and making the 
Vain Pomp and Glory of the World, the only 
Gods they dare luve and adore. If the Gen- 
tleman be thus carelefſe in maintaining his 
Credit, thus falfe in his promiſes to God and 
his Soul, 1 hope he will not think ir ſtrange, 
if others be ſo ſcrupulous and weak-faich'd, 
as not to believe him to be a Gentleman up- 
on his own bare word, 


Further 
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. Farther yet, he. that deſires to be truly 
Honoxrable, and elteem'd ſo; will ſo. pror 
vide for his Honoxr , that the world-may 
have no juſt cauſe to throw the miſcarria- 
ges and fins of his Comntry upon bx ſhoul- 
ders,or that all the {cries thereof ſhould 
be found. the Davghters Of his Vices. Bat 
whether or no we have any reaſon to blame 
the Englihh Gentlemen tor the Calamities 
of his' Nation, I appeal to bimfelf, let his 
Conſcience determine. it. To whom ſhall 
we impure the Bl:ndneſſe, the Ignorance, the 
Giddineſſe of the Pcople,but tro him that pre- 
rends to bethe ee and the head ?- We know 
it is the Lighezeſſe of the head, which-often 
makes the heels itand wppermeft, And when 
we” ſee a Drunkard zeel and ftaggar, we all 
know it is the Giddineſſe of his bead which 
cauſes his #neven motion, It -were happy 


for us, if all thoſe who would be thought 


the Heads: of this Hradleſſe Nation, would 
dayly confider heir office; and how much 
of the Crazinefſe and Diſtemper of this Inſa- 
zuated people, is to be impnted to the unſet- 
ledneffe of their own Brains , and want of 
a due Government of themſelves. O that the 
World might no longer bave juſt cauſe to 
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fay ( as now many are apt todo) that the 
{ad diſeaſe of this poor Kingdome, wherein 
it has well nigh cough'd our its very heart, 
proceeded from a cold, it has taken ip the 
v«bleſt Members of its Beay: and that indeed 
is Atheiſme.

Then ſhall they be fear'd by their enewze, 
and eve by their friends, They ſhall have 
the Afethirly Bleſſing of the Church, the 
joyful welcome and p/awdite of Angels, and 
the Bountiful zeward and exge of their God 
and Father; a Glorious Robe, an immar- 
ceſſible Crown, a perpetual Xingdome: for 
indeed thi Honour bave all hu Saints.
